/""g  ^  HAT"  the  faid  Earl  defires  from  his  Majefty  a 
Grant  of  the  whole  Ifland  of  Saint  Johns  in  the 
Gulph  of  Saint  Laurence ,  to  hold  the  fame  in 
Fee  of  the  Crown  for  ever,  as  one  intire  County  (which 
Ifland  is  fuppofed  and  eftimated  to  contain  Two  Millions  of 
Acres  of  Land,  be  the  fame  more  or  lefs),  with  all  man¬ 
ner  of  Rights,  Royalties,  Privileges,  Franchifes,  and 
Appurtenances  whatfoever,  with  all  Civil  and  Criminal 
Jurifdi&ion,  with  all  manner  of  Courts  as  in  England , 
and  with  Power  to  appoint  or  com  million  from  time  to 
time,  all  manner  of  Officers  for  the  Exercife  of  the  faid 
Jurifdi&ion,  and  for  ordering  the  Government  thereof*. 

But  under  thefe  exprefs  Reservations,  to  obviate  all 
poflible  Abufe  therein,  viz. 


*  The  Civil  Jurifdi&ion,  feparated  from  the  Military,  and  minifterially 
veiled  in  the  Lord  of  the  County.  Effectually  controlled  and  redrained  by 
force  of  the  fubfequent  Provifoes.  Condu&ed  with  Dignity,  Juftice,  Le¬ 
nity,  and  Confidence  of  the  People - By  Perfons  who  will  have  a  per¬ 

manent  and  common  I ntcreld  in  the  Profperity  of  tbofe  over  whom  they 
aie  to  picfide,  anil  a  great  Stake  at  home  to  pledge  for  their  good  Beha¬ 
viour  abroad,  either  to  the  People  or  the  Crown. _ —Without  the  Ex¬ 

pence  of  One  Shilling  to  the  Publick. 
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I.  I  hat  the  Exercife  of  Jurifdidlion  abovementioiied 
fhall,  in  no  Cafe  whatever,  vary  in  any  refpecl  from  the 
known  Rules  of  the  Common  and  Statute  Law  of  Eng-* 
land ;  which  Common  and  Statute  Law  fhall  obtain  and 
be  perfectly  and  intirely  purfued  in  all  Modes  of  Judicial 
Proceedings,  and  in  all  Criminal  and  Civil  Caufes,  with¬ 
out  Exception,  in  like  manner  as  in  any  County  in  Eng¬ 
land. — To  the  end  that  the  King's  Subjects  on  the  faid 
Ifland  (hall  for  ever  be  entitled  to  the  Benefit  of  all  the 
Rights  and  Privileges  of  Britijh  Subjedts,  as  fully,  to  all 
Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  though  the  faid  County  of  Saint 
Johns  was  a  Member  of  the  Ifland  of  Great- Britain^ 
and  a  Part  or  Parcel  thereof. 


2.  *  That  all  the  Statute  Laws  of  England  or  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  antecedent  to  the  Day  of  palling  the  faid  Grant  (ex¬ 
cepting  fuch  as  "may  clafn  with  the  Tenure  intended  to 
be  eflablifhed  in  the  faid  County  hereafter  defcribed,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Game,  and  excepting 
Taxes,  impofed  which  might  charge  the  Lands,  the 
Product  or  Property  within  the  Land,  and  excepting  fuch 
as  are  not  of  the  Nature  of  general  and  publick  Adis), 
fhall  have  their  full  Force  and  Effedl  in  the  faid  Ifland  ; 
as  likewife  all  the  future  Statute  Laws  of  Great  Britain 
(in  which  the  faid  Ifland  and  County  fhall  be  exprefsly 
named),  with  the  like  exceptions. 


3.  That  in  Criminal  Cafes  no  capital  Sentence  fhall  be 
put  in  execution  without  the  Afi'ent  of  the  King,  or  of 
the  King’s  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia  for  the  Time  being, 
except  in  the  Cafe  of  Mutiny,  when  the  Summons  fhall 
have  been  iflued  to  appear  in  Arms  by  lawful  Authority, 
or  when  Arms  have  been  traitoroufly  taken  up  without 
Authority,  or  when  emergent  Neceflity  of  Publick  Dan¬ 
ger  fhall  require  fpeedy  Execution  by  the  Martial  Law.

-j-  The  Subjects,  of  this  Ifland,  therefore  to  he  confulered  and  treated 
not  as  Provinci.il  or  Dependent,  hut  as  Englijhmen  to  all  Intents  and  Pur- 
pofes  whatever,  vv.thout  any  Jeaiculy  or  invidious  Diflindtion. 
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—That  in  all  extrajudicial  Proceedings  and  in  all  Cu(  e 
of  private  Property  exceeding  the  Value  of  Five  hundred 
Pounds  Sterling,  Appeals  lhalllie  to  the  King  in  Council 
in  England . 

4.  That  no  Officer  or  Minifter,  commiffioned  or  ap¬ 
pointed  as  aforefaid  by  the  Earl  (excepting  fuch  as  are 
ufuallv  appointed  in  Hundreds  and  Manors  by  the  Com¬ 
mon  Law)  fhall  be  capable  of  adting  without  the  King’s 
Approbation,  fignified  under  his  Sign  Manual  upon  the 
Commiffion  or  Appointment  of  fuch  Officer  or  Officers, 
whofe  Names  {hall  be  firft  inferted  in  fuch  Appointment, 
or  Commiffion;  provided  neverthelefs,  that  in  the  Cafe 
of  Vacancies  by  Death,  or  otherwife,  in  the  faid  Jfland, 
and  before  fuch  Vacancies  can  be  known  and  fupplied 
by  the  faid  Earl,  with  the  King’s  Approbation  under  his 
laid  Sign  Manual,  a  temporary  Appointment  may  be 
made  of  fuch  Officer  or  Officers  by  the  faid  Earl,  his 
Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy. — Such  temporary  Appointment 
to  remain  in  force  no  longer  than  until  the  faid  Vacancies 
maybe  regularly  fupplied  by  a  new  Commiffion  from  the 
faid  Earl,  approved  by  the  King’s  Sign  Manual  as  afore- 
laid. — Provided  always,  that  in  cafe,  by  any  unforefeen 
Accident,  Omiffion,  or  Neglecf,  the  faid  Officers,  all 
or  any  of  them,  fhould  chance  hereafter  not  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  or  commiffioned  in  due  'Time  or  Times  by  the 
laid  Earl,  or  his  Succeffors  in  the  faid  County,  his  Ma- 
jefty,  his  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  or  his  or  their  Governor 
of  Nova  Scotia ,  fhall  or  may,  in  all  or  every  fuch  Cafe, 
temporarily  appoint  fuch  Officer  or  Officers  refpedtively ; 
but  to  continue  no  longer  than  until  the  faid  Earl,  or  his 
Succeffors,  fhall  proceed  to  appoint  and  commiffion  fuch 
Officer  or  Officers  refpedtively  as  aforefaid,  which  he  and 
they  fhall  retain  the  Right  to  do  for  ever,  and  fo  totics 
quoties  as  the  Cafe  may  happen. 

5.  That  every  Officer  or  Miniffer  of  the  faid  County 
fhall  be  liable  to  be  removed ,  in  cafe  of  Malvcrfation 
(upon  juft  Complaint  made  thereof  to  the  King  in  Coun¬ 
cil)  by  the  faid  King  in  .Council ;  and  fo  toties  quoties  as 
the  Cafe  may  happen. — And  fuch  Officer  or  Minifter  fhall 
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be  liable  to  be  further  punijhed  in  the  Court  of  KingV 
Bench,  or  in  the  High  Court  of  Parliament  in  England, 
according  to  the  Degree  and  Nature  of  the  Offence. 

6.  That  with  refpe£t  to  the  Power  of  Arms,  it  fbal i 
be  regulated  in  the  fallowing  Manner,  in  conformity  to 
the  Antient  and  Common  Law  in  England ,  and  not 
otherwife,  viz, 

1.  In  cafe  of  Tumults,  Riots  and  Infurredlions  *,  and 
great  Breaches  of  the  Peace,  all  Inhabitants  of  the  faid 
County  (hall  come  forth  under  the  Leading  of  the  faid 
.Earl,  or  his  Vifcount,  or  Sheriff,  or  of  the  Deputy  of 
the  faid  Sheriff,  and  be  bound  to  aid  and  aflifl  him  with 
the  held  of  their  Ability  for  refilling  and  fupprefling  fuch 
and  the  like  Diforders. 

2,  In  cafe  of  adlual  W ar.  Rebellion  or  Invafionf ,  or 
imminent  Danger  thereof  fo  declared  by  the  King— fo 
dignified  by  Authority,  and  in  Form  by  the  King’s  Go¬ 
vernor  of  Nova  Scotia — or  notorioufly  known  in  the  faid 
County — the  King  or  the  faid  Governor  Jhall  give  fum - 
mans  to  the  faid  Earl,  his  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy  for  the 
Time  being,  who  fhall  be  thereby  impowered  (or  the 
Earl  himfelf,  his  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy,  if  the  want  of 
Time  and  Exigency  of  the  cafe  fhali  fo  require)  to  call 
together  the  Number  of  Men  which  are  to  be  furnifhed 
for  Defence  of  the  faid  Ifland,  by  Tenure,  as  hereafter 
mentioned. — Upon  which  Summons  fo  received  by  the 
faid  Earl  from  the  King,  the  faid  Earl  may  (with  equal 
Authority)  iffue  the  like  Summons  to'  the  Forty  capital 
Tenants  hereafter  mentioned  to  appear  in  Arms,  and  well 
provided  for  War,  at  a  certain  Place  of  Rendezvous,  and 
on  a  certain  Day,  with  the  full  Number  of  Men  which, 
by  their  refpedlive  Tenures  under  the  faid  Earl,  they 
fhall  be  bound  to  furnifh  — and  upon  fuch  Summons  fo

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received  by  the  faid  Forty  capital  Tenants,  they  the  faid 
Forty  capital  Tenants  fhall  iffue  the  like  Summons  (with 
equal  Authority)  to  the  'Fen  Lords  of  Adanors  holding 
under  each  of  them,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  to  attend 
them  refpeflively,  and  to  appear  with  uniform  Arms  of 
Mufquet-bore,  and  well  provided,  at  the  fame  Place  of 
Rendezvous,  and  on  the  fame  certain  Day  ;  and  upon 
fuch  Summons  fo  received  from  their  refpedtive  capital 

Lord  by  each  of  the  faid  Lords  of  Manors - each  ot  the 

faid  Lords  of  Manors  fhall  ifl'ue  the  like  Summons  (with 
equal  Authority)  to  attend  him,  and  to  appear  in  Arms,, 
&c,  to  the  Two  Freeholders  holding  by  Tenure  under 
him,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

Provided  always,  that  neither  the  Earl,  the  Sheriff,  or 
his  Deputy,  nor  all  or  any  of  the  faid  Forty  capital 
Tenants,  nor  all  or  any  of  the  faid  Lords  of  Manors, 
(hall  at  any  Time,  or  on  any  Occafion,  or  on  any  Pre* 
tence  whatfoever  (except  tor  the  Purpofes  of  training 
the  Perfons  holding  by  Tenure,  which  fhall  and  may  be 
lawfully  done  four  'l  imes  in  every  Year,  within  each 
refpe&ive  Hundred),  caufe  to  be  afiembled  or  drawn 
together,  by  virtue  of  any  Summons,  or  otherwife,  for 
the  Purpofes  of  War  as  aforefaid,  jointly  or  feverally, 
any  of  the  Perfons  holding  of  them  refpe&ively,  unlefs 
in  the  Manner  and  under  the  Circumftances  before  pre¬ 
ferred . 

Provided  alfo,  that,  in  the  Cafes  of  regular  and  lawful 
Summons,  none  of  the  faid  Perfons  fo  bound  by  Tenure 
fhall  attend  their  refpe&ive  Lords,  otherwife  than  as  their 
Conductors  and  Leaders  to  the  general  Rendezvous; 
and  that,  then  and  there  afiembled,  they  Jball  be  mar- 
jhalled  and  placed  in  fuch  d  roops  and  Companies ,  and  under 
fuch  Leaders  and  Commanders  only ,  as  fhall  be  appointed 
either  by  exprefs  Cornmijfion  from  the  King,  or  by  formal 
Order  of  the  Kings  Governor  in  Nova  Scotia,  the  Angle 
Call  excepted,  where  the  Hidden  Danger  and  Exigency 
of  the  Cafe  fhall  render  it  impoflible  to  wait  for  fuch 
Appointment ;  in  which  Cafe,  and  no  other,  the  Earl, 
his  Vifcouqt,  or  his  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy,  with  the 
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Advice  of  the  laid  Forty  Tenants,  or  the  major  Part  of 
them,  then  and  there  affembled,  may  appoint  and  au¬ 
thorize  fuch  Officer  or  Officers  for  the  training,  com¬ 
manding,  and  leading  the  faid  Perfons  fo  called  together 
by  their  Tenure,  with  full  Power  and  Authority  as 
though  the  faid  Officer  or  Officers  v/ere  appointed  and 
authorized  for  the  fame  Purpofe  by  the  King  hitnfelf.

To  which  Force,  fo  provided  by  Tenure  as  aforefaid, 
all  Inhabitants,  from  the  Age  of  Sixteen  to  Sixty,  fhall 
be  obliged  to  join,  being  marfballed,  officered,  and 
trained  in  different  Troops  or  Companies,  whenever  the 
faid  Earl,  his  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy,  fhall  be  autho¬ 
rized  by  his  Majeftv’s  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia ,  or  by 
notorious  and  emergent  Neceffity  (when  Time  cannot  be 
allowed  for  receiving  fuch  Authority),  to  iffue  a  Procla¬ 
mation  for  a  general  Array,  and  a  Commiffion  for  the 

general  Exercife  of  Martial  Law.

Crown  within  Ten  Years,  to  be  computed  from  the  Day 
that  he  fhall  receive  the  Lid  County,  furveyed  and  let 
out  by  his  Majeffy’s  Surveyor,  in  the  Divifions  hereafter 
mentioned,  in  the  following  Manner,  viz .

ron,  and  all  Franchifes  and  Jurifdidfion  appurtenant  or 
incidental  thereto  refpedtively,  according  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Law  of  England,  to  be  held  for  ever  as  Part  and 
Parcel  of  the  faid  County,  and  of  the  faid  Earl  as  Lord 
Paramount,  or  capital  Lord  of  the  Fee  : — Forty  of  which 
Hundreds  fhall  be  granted  out  in  Tenure  by  the  faid 
Earl  to  forty  capital  Perfons,  [viz.  one  to  each)  who 
fhall  hold  the  fame  in  Fee  as  Lords  of  the  faid  Hundred* 
for  ever,  charged  refpeHively  with  the'  Payment  of 
Twenty  Pounds  Sterling  per  Annum  (and  no  more)  to 
the  faid  Earl,  with  Suits  to  the  Courts  of  the  faid  Coun¬ 
ty,  and  the  furnifhing  Fen  Men  (Part  of  the  Number 
of  One  thoufand  Two  hundred  allotted  by  Tenure) ; 
each  of  which  Ten  Men  fhall  be  bound  to  furnifh  alfo 
Two,  for  the  Completion  of  the  faid  whole  Number,  in 

the  Manner  hereafter  expreffed. - The  remaining  Ten 

‘  Hundreds  to  be  referved  in  the  faid  Earl’s  Demefne  ;  of 
which  Demefne  Lands  the  faid  Earl  fhall  fet  out,  in  the 
hrft  place,  a  Diflridt  of  Fifteen  thoufand  Two  hundred 
Acres ,  in  the  mofl  convenient  Part,  for  the  Capital  Town 
and  principal 'Place  of  Trade  in  the  faid  County,  in  the 
following  Manner,  viz. 

Firjl ,  One  Lot  of  Four  hundred  Acres  to  be  infepara- 
bly  annexed  to  the  Perfon  of  the  Lord  of  the  faid  Coun¬ 
ty  for  the  Town-Refidence  of  the  faid  Earl,  and  his 
Succeflors  for  ever. 

Secondly,  Fifty  Lots  of  One  hundred  Acres  each,  one  of 
which  fhall  be  for  ever  infeparably  annexed  to  one  of 
the  before  mentioned  Forty  Hundreds,  or  Baronies  for 
the  Convenience  of  the  firfl  Settlers,  and  for  the  Town 
Refidence  of  the  refpe&iive  Owners  of  the  faid  Hundreds  ; 
which  faid  Lots  fhall  pay  each  a  Burpage  Rent  for  ever, 
or  yearly  Fee  Farm  of  forty  Shillings  Sterling,  and  no 
more,  to  the  faid  Earl,  with  Suit  of  Court  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Court  of  the  County,  to  the  Courts  of  the  I*ord  of 
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the  Hundred,  and  to  the  Courts  of  the  faid  Town  (mar 
king  in  the  whole  Five  thoujand  Acres). 

Thirdly ,  1  he  faid  Earl  fhall  further  fet  out  in  the  faid 
Piff  ridt  Fi  ve  hundred  Lets  of  Ten  /lores  each ,  one  of  which 
fhall  be  jn  like  manner  infeparably  annexed  for  ever  to 
one  ot  the  I  en  Manors  by  Tenure,  into  which  (as  will 
be  hereafter  mentioned)  each  of  the  faid  refpedtive  Forty 
Hundreds  or  Baronies  fhall  be  in  part  farther  divided  for 
the  Convenience  alfo  of  the  firft  Settlers  and  the  Town- 
Refidence  of  the  faid  refpedlive  Lords  of  Manors. — Each 
fcof  which  faid  Lots  (hall  pay  for  ever  a  yearly  Fee  Farm  or 
Burgage  Rent  of  Five  Shillings  Sterling  and  no  more  to 
the  faid  Earl,  with  Suit  of  Courts  as  before  expreffed 
(making  alfo  in  the  whole  Five  thoufand  Acres.) 


Fourthly ,  The  faid  Earl  fhall  farther  fet  out,  in  the 
fame  Diftridfc,  One  thoufand  f mailer  Lots  of  Fcur  Acres 
each ,  one  of  which  (hall  be  for  ever  infeparably  annexed 
to  one  of  the  Freeholds  of  each  of  the  faid  Ten  Manors 
(hereafter  mentioned)  for  the  like  Convenience  of  the 
firft  Settlers*  and  for  the  Town-Refidence  of  the  refpec- 
tive  Owners  of  the  faid  Freeholders  refpedtively. — Each 
of  which  faid  Lots  fhall  pay  for  ever  yearly  a  Fee  Farm 
Burgage  Rent  of  Two  Shillings  Sterling  and  no  more  to 
the  laid  Earl,  with  Suit  of  Court  to  the  Courts  of  the 
County,  of  the  Hundred,  and  of  the  Manor  to  which 
the  faid  Freeholds  fhall  refpedtively  belong  (making  in 
the  whole  Four  thoufand  Acres). 


Fifthly )  The  faid  Earl  fhall  farther  fet  out,  in  the  famQ 
Diftridt,  Two  hundred  Acres  for  Market-places ,  Store- 
houfes ,  public  Buildings ,  and  other  pablick  Ufes. — For 
which  the  Mayor,  Bailiff,  or  Chief  Magiftrate  of  thq 
(aid  Townfhip  (to  be  hereafter  mentioned)  (hall  anfwer 
to  the  faid  Earl  a  yearly  Fee  Farm  Burgage  Rent  of 
Two  Shillings  Sterling  and  no  more.

Sixthly y  The  faid  Earl  fhall  farther  fet  apart,  in  the 
faid  Diftridf,  Six  hundred  Acres  more  as  a  Common , 
where  the  Cattle  of  the  New-comers  may  be  grazed  or 
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foddered  for  a  fhort  Time  refpe&ivcly  not  exceeding 
three  Months,  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Magiftracy  of  the 
laid  Townfhip  (to  be  hereafter  mentioned)  ’till  fuch 
New-comers  can  be  placed  upon  the  Lands  allotted  to 
them  refpectively. 

*  For  which  Licence  to  Common  as  aforefaid — Every 
Perfon  fo  commoning  fhall  pay  One  Penny  Sterling  per 
Head  per  Month  for  each  large  Bead:,  or  One  Penny 
Sterling  per  Month  for  Six  Sheep  or  Hogs,  as  an  Ac¬ 
knowledgment  to  the  faid  Earl ;  all  which  laid  Fee  Farm. 
Burgage  Rents  and  Acknowledgments  (hall  be  collected 
and  paid  by  the  faid  Chief  Magfftrate  of  the  faid  Town¬ 
fhip  by  half  yearly  Payments  in  the  Court  of  the  faid 
Borough  into  the  Hands  of  the  Earl,  his  Sheriff  of  the 
faid  County,  or  his  Deputy  for  the  Ufeof  the  faid  Earl.— • 
Which  faid  Townfhip  (excluliveof  the  faid  Four  Hun¬ 
dred  Acres  fet  apart  for  the  Town-R  Yidence  of  the  Earl 
as  aforefaid)  fo  containing  Fourteen  thoufand  Eight  hun¬ 
dred  Acres,  and  fo  laid  out,  fhall  be  intitled  to  a  Char¬ 
ter,  with  a  Magiftracy  for  maintaining  Regularity  and 
Order  therein. — With  Fairs  to  be  held  four  Limes  ir| 
every  Year,  and  Markets  twice  in  every  Week,  with  all 
Things  incidental  by  the  Common  Law  thereto. 

The  Remainder  of  the  faid  Demefne  Lands  of  the  faid 
County  after  the  Tenure  fo  aftured  by  the  Grant  of  the 
faid  Forty  Hundreds  (or  1,600,000  Acres)  to  the  faicl 
Forty  Lords  thereof ;  and  after  the  felting  apart  the  faid 
15,200  Acres  for  the  Capital  Town  of  the  faid  County 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  referved  in  Demefne  to  the  Lid 
Earl  for  Eftablifhments  intended  by  him  to  be  made  for

that  Tenure - from  which  the  Security ,  the  Order ,  the 

Subordination ,  the  Dependence  upon  the  Crown,  and 
ether  Benefits  to  Great  Britain ,  will  be  mod  eifentially 
derived — And  whereas  the  Remedy  provided  for  this 
Purpofe  by  the  antient  1 'enures,  confided  (with  many 
other  Abufes  grafted  thereon)  in  a  Condition  of  Perpe¬ 
tuity ,  and  Non- Alienation  to  the  Grantee  ;  which  is  re¬ 
pugnant  to  the  Principles  of  the  Law  of  England  at 
this  Day,  and  inconfident  with  Liberty  and  Com¬ 
merce  : 

In  order  to  obviate  the  Inconveniencies  on  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other,  the  faid  Earl  further  defires, 

1.  That  the  fame  Divifions,  and  Conditions  of  the 
Tenures  edablifhed  in  this  County,  purfuant  to  this 
Plan,  fhall  be  for  ever  attentively  and  inviolably  ob- 
ferved. 

2.  Yet,  that  no  one  farther  Circumdance,  incidental 
to  the  antient  Tenures,  may  be  ever  fuper-added 
thereto*.

4,  Yet  with  this  Circumftance,  that  the  Alienation 
fhall  be  in  Grofs  of  each  refpe&ive  Tenure. — That  is 
to  fay, 

1.  The  Earl  may  fell  his  County ,  with  the  Tenure, 
Block-houfe,  Block-houfe  Lands,  Quit-Rents,  Referved 
Rents,  and  Town  Burgage  annexed,  in  the  Whole,  or  in 
Grofs ;  and  that  the  Perfon  who  {hall  buy  the  County 
fhall  Rand  in  all  Refpedts  pofiefled  thereof  as  the  Eari, 
or  the  original  Grantee*. 

2.  The  Lord  of  each  Hundred  may  fell  his  Hundred , 
or  Barony,  with  the  Tenure,  Block-houfe,  Block- 
houfe  Lands,  Quit-Rents,  Referved  Rents,  and  Town 
Burgage  annexed,  in  the  Whole,  or  in  Grofs  ;  and  the 
Perfon  who  fhall  buy  fuch  Hundred  fhall  hand  in  all 
refpedts  polleHed  thereof,  as  the  original  Lord  or 
Grantee. 

3.  The  Lord  of  each  Manor ,  in  each  refpe&ive  Hun¬ 
dred,  may  fell  his  Manor ,  with  the  Tenure,  Capital 
Houfe,  Houfe-Lands,  Quit-Rents,  Referved  Rents, 
and  Town  Burgage  annexed,  in  the  Whole,  or  in 
Grofs ;  and  the  Perlbn  who  fhall  buy  fuch  Manor  (hall

4.  The  Tivo  Freehold  Tenants  of  Two  Hundred  Acres

The  Authority  and  Power  being  thus  territorial,  .and  not  hereditary  and 
pcrfonal,  by  this  Plan  ;  but  fuhjccft  to  complete  Alienation.  The  Benefits 
from  both  the  Principles  of  Arif  ocracy  and  Democracy,  conjoined,  are  pre- 
ferved  aud  reconciled—— the  refpedbive  Evils  of  both  avoided,  and  the  real 
Source  of  Contention  between  thefe  two  Orders  extinguiihed. 
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Hexed ;  and  the  Perfon  who  fhall  buy  the  fame  fhall  like- 
wife  ftand  polleffed  in  like  manner. 

5.  And  fora  further  Security,  that  the  faid  Tenures 
tnay  be  rendered  as  far  as  pofiible,  permanent,  and  pro¬ 
ductive  always  of  the  fame  Temper  in  the  People,  and 
of  a  conftant  Adherence  to  the  fame  Principles  upon 
which  the  faid  Eflablifhment  is  defigned  to  be  founded  ;

and  whereas  the  Force  and  ElieCt  of  that  Order,  which 
is  intended  therefrom,  might  not  only  be  diffglved  and 
deftroyedby  the  fub- dividing  the  faid  individual  Tenures 
iefpedtively,  from  the  Alienation  of  the  fame  in  Parts 
and  Parcels,  and  not  in  Grofs  (the  Remedy  whereof  is 
already  above  provided) ;  but  the  fame  may  be  equally 
perverted ,  and  in  the  End  overthrown ,  by  engrojfing  the 
faid  forty  capital  Tenures,  and  other  Tenures,  into  one, 
or  into  few  Hands,  which  might  otherwife  happen  in  a 
little  Courfe  of  Time  ;  it  is  farther  propofed,  and  defired, 
that  none  of  the  faid  *  Forty  capital  Tenants  fhall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  attain,  hold,  or  enjoy,  direddy  or  indiredly, 
more  than  one  of  the  faid  Forty  Hundreds  (fo  held  by 
Tenure  of  the  faid  Earl  as  aforefaid),  with  other  the  like 
Tenures  of  Manors,  and  Freeholds  depending  refpeClively 
on  the  faid  Hundreds,  except  as  in  the  Manner  hereafter 
exprejfed ;  that  is  to  fay,  that  in  the  Cafe  when  by  Gift, 
Devife,  Purchace,  or  otherwife,  any  fuch  Lord  of  fuch 
Hundred  fhall  acquire  or  become  feized,  to  his  own  Ufe 
and  Benefit,  of  one,  two,  three,  or  more  of  fuch  of  the 
faid  Hundreds,  or  other  Tenures,  as  here  deferibed,  in

Lords  of  Manors  (not  enjoying  Hundreds}  are  not  retrained  thereby. 
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as  any  Pofleffor  of  the  faid  conjoined  Hundreds  and  Te¬ 
nures  aforefaid,  as  here  defcribed,  fhall  die,  leaving  more 
than  one  Child,  or  leaving  no  Child,  all  the  faid  Hun¬ 
dreds,  I'o  before  conjoined,  fhall  be  thenceforwards  fepa- 
rated  in  fuch  manner,  that  no  more  than  one  of  the  faid 
Hundreds,  and  other  Tenures  aforefaid,  as  here  defcribed, 
fhall  continue  to  be  pofleffed  conjointly  any  longer  (un- 
lefs  the  like  Contingency  fhould  arife  again)  by  any  one 
of  the  faid  Children,  or  by  any  Heir  or  Succeffor  there¬ 
to  ;  and  all  and  every  the  remaining  Hundred,  or  Hun¬ 
dreds,  and  other  additional  Tenures  as  aforefaid,  as  here 
defcribed  (exceeding  the  Number  of  one  of  the  faid 
Hundreds,  which  may  be  lawfully  difpofed  of,  or  be¬ 
queathed  by  Will  refpedfively,  to  each  of  the  faid  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  one  to  the  Widow  of  the  faid  former  Poflef- 
for)  fhall  be  publickly  and  bona  fide  fold  to  the  beft  Bid¬ 
der,  within  two  Years  after  the  Deceafe  of  fuch  former 
Pofleffor,  and  the  Money  arifing  from  the  Sale  thereof 
fhall  be  applied,  as  perfonal  Eftate,  according  to  his  or 
her  laft  Will  and  Tellament  ;  or  in  cafe  he  or  fhe  fhall 
make  no  Will,  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  fhall  go 
to  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as,  by  the  Rules  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  and  Statute  Law  of  England \  fhall  be  found  intitled 
to  the  fame. — And  any  Attempt  diredfly  or  indiredtly, 
to  defeat  the  Force  and  Effecft  of  this  Provifion  fhall  be 
void,  and  punifhed  as  a  Fraud  ;  and  upon  Proof  there¬ 
of,  the  faid  capital  Tenures  (exceeding  one  refpedfively, 
as  aforefaid)  fhall  immediately  pafs  in  Fee  to  the  Perfon 
or  Perfons  next  of  kin  to  the  laft  Pofleffor,  not  already 
pofleffed  of  one  of  the  faid  Forty  capital  Tenures 
and  Hundreds  :  But  in  cafe  of  no  fuch  Relation  or  Re¬ 
lations  to  be  found,  then  the  fame  fhall  go  to  the  Earl, 
his  Heirs,  and  Succeftbrs,  as  a  Forfeiture,  to  be  by  him 
regranted  to  fome  other  Perfon,  upon  the  fame  Tenure, 
Terms,  and  Conditions  (and  not  otherwife)  as  to  the 
original  Grantee. 

6.  But  the  Tenures  being  thus  fufficiently  main¬ 
tained  upon  the  primitive  Principles,  and  therefore  ef- 
fe&ing  conftantly  the  fame  Operation,  though  changing

Common  Law,  ftill  holding  (however  feparated,  or 
transferred,  into  more  or  fewer  Hands)  as  Part  and 
Parcel  of  the  faid  County,  and  within  the  Precin£Is 
or  Manors  of  the  Lords  of  the  Hundreds,  and  Lords 
of  the  Manors  refpedlively,  where  they  originally 
lay. 

*  The  faid  Earl  hath  already  engaged  a  fufficient 
Number  of  Sea-Officers  of  the  mojl  diffinguijhed  Ranks 
and  Service ,  and  others  of  his  Friends,  who  are  wil¬ 
ling  and  able,  in  Co-operation  with  him,  and  without 
any  farther  Concurrence,  to  accompliih  the  Settlement 
of  the  faid  Ifland  of  Saint  John  s,  according  to  the  Plan 
propofed,  which  has  been  communicated  and  fully  ex¬ 
plained  to  them. 

+  Yet,  in  order  to  prevent  the  Difappointment  of fuch

were  irrtitled  to  Lands  there,  by  his  Majefty’s  Orders  in  Council  and  Pro¬ 
clamation - - Which  Ciaim  they  prayed  (in  a  joint  Letter  to  the  Board

The  Power  of  making  Bye  Laws  for  Regulations 
within  the  faid  County ,  and  the  Fifloery  and  Trade 
thereof  \  for  Treaties  with  the  Indians,  and  for  ajfejfing 
and  levying  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  for  the  pub- 
lick  Oecafons  of  the  faid  If  and,  as  their  future  Condi¬ 
tion  and  their  common  Benefit  may  hereafter  demand  ; 
and  where  the  faid  Powers  (hall  be  lodged,  and  under 
what  Reftridions  exercifed,  is  not  confidered  here. — > 
Idle  faid  Earl  only  humbly  obferves  thereon,  that  fewer 
Occafions  will  call  for  the  Exercife  of  thefe  Powers, 
and  the  Cafes  muff  be  the  lefs  important,  becaufe  the 
Statute  as  well  as  Common  Law  of  England  is  pro- 
pofed  to  have  Force  therein,  which  is  widely  different 
from  any  Conftitution  hitherto  founded  in  America . — • 
But  this  may  be  a  future  Objed,  and  will  be  eafily 
fixed,  fhould  this  Propofal  be  accepted  —Nor  is  any 
Provifion  made  for  any  Church  Fflabli foment.— I  his 
Omiflion  may  be  fupplied  alfo,  in  any  Mode  which  may 
be  found  convenient. 


Neither  is  any  Thing  here  fpecified  in  regard  to  fuch 
publick  Fortifications  as  his  Majefiy  Jhall  think  fit 
hereafter  to  crcdl  in  the  faid  If  and ,  becaufe  this  cannot 
be  well  done  ’till  his  Majeity’s  Engineers  (hall  have 
v  marked  out  and  furveyed  fuch  Place  or  Places  as  may 
be  found  mold  proper  to  be  referved  to  the  Crown  for 
that  Purpofe,  any  thing  herein  contained  notwithftand- 
ing. 


All  which  Poivers  and  farther  Provifions  (fo  far  as 
they  may  be  found  requisite),  the  faid  Earl  humbly 
hopes  may  be  fupplied  hereafter  by  the  Orant  of  a 
diftind  and  fubfequent  Charter  of  Liberties,  after  ma¬ 
ture  Deliberation  had  thereon: — -Which  Charter  may 

the 
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pofcrs  to  partake  of  the  Benefit  of  this  Plan;— and  its 
grant  to  them  refpedively  either  Hundreds ,  Manors ,  or 
Freeholds ,  according  to  their  Abilities  and  Inclinations, 
upon  the  Tenures  and  Conditions  herein  before  at  large 
expreffed. 
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the  better  admit  of  fome  Delay  *,  as  the  Powers  and  Ju - 
rifdi£tion  of  the  Earl’s  Courts  of  the  County,  and  the 
Courts  Leet  of  the  Hundreds,  extended  to  the  Cogni¬ 
zance  of  Caufes  not  exceeding  the  Value  of  Ten  Pounds 
(inftead  of  Forty  Shillings)  ;  and  the  Courts  Baron  of 
the  faid  Hundreds  and  Manors  refpe&ively,  exerted  in 
their  full  Vigour,  according  to  the  Common  and  Statute 
jLaw,  with  proper  Officers  appointed  incidental  thereto, 
and  others,  purfuant  to  this  Propofal,  will  in  great  mea- 
fure  anfwer  all  Occafions  of  Adminiftration  and  Go¬ 
vernment  for  a  confiderable  Time  alter  the  firft  Settle¬ 
ment  of  the  faiu  County.

In  order  to  give  the  better  Idea  of  the  publick  Uti¬ 
lity  of  this  Propofal,  the  faid  Earl  humbly  begs  Leave 
farther  to  fubmit,  that  if  the  Territory  acquired  in 
North  America  by  the  late  Peace  amounts  (as  it  is  com¬ 
puted  by  fome)  to  One  Thoufand  Two  Hundred  and  Forty 
millions  of  Statute  Acres — it  would  afford  Sixty-two  Pro¬ 
vinces 


unlefs  in  Time  of  War,  Rebellion  or  Invafion,  of  imminent  Danger 
thereof,  ( and  except  as  heretofore  excepted  in  this  Memorial.) 

4.  Let  the  Remainder  of  each  Province  be  alfo  furveyed,  divided  into 
ftfine  Counties  of  Two  millions  of  Acres  each,  and  fubdivided  into  Hun- 

dieds,  Manors,  and  Freeholds. - To  be  granted  out  to  the  Peers,  great

without  Impediment  or  Delay,  at  pleafure,  by  any  proper  Subjedt. 

6.  Let  the  Lordlhips  of  the  Counties  and  Hundreds  be  granted  only  to 
the  natural-born  SubjeBs  of  Great  Britain  j  but  the  Manors,  Freeholds,  and 
other  Lands  to  the  People  of  any  Nation. 

7.  Let  no  Grant  be,  for  the  future,  made  in  fuch  Province  by  any 
Governor,  Council,  AfTembly,  Surveyor,  &c.  abroad  or  at  home,  by  any 
Office,  except  according  to  this  adtual  Survey,  and  to  the  Divihons  and 
Plan  here  laid  down, 
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vinces  (larger  than  Penfylvania )  of  Twenty  millions

2.  I  he  Military  rce  o f  regular  Troops  for  fuch  a  Country  (little  left 
than  ail  Europe)  mu  ft  be  either  Inefficient ,  or  enormous  beyond  the  Reve¬ 
nues  both  of  Britain  and  the  Colonies  to  fupporr— or  the  Means  of  Bri¬ 
tain  lo  r j'lje ,  recruit  or  relieve ,  either  in  Peace  or  War, 
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for  that  Purpofe. — In  confequence  of  which  he  took 
fome  Steps  preparatory  to  the  Execution  of  that  Defign. 
— But  the  Sale  of  thefe  Lands  being  fince  refolved,  any

Cafe  and  the  Subordination  fo  necellary  to  the  W elfare 
of  both  would  permit. 

4.  In  adopting  this  Policy,  we  have  followed  what 
appears  to  have  been  the  almoft  invariable  Senfe  and 
Practice  of  Government  ever  fince  the  Surrender  and 
Revocation  of  thofe  Characters,  which  were  formerly 
granted  for  the  Settlement  of  America ,  and  the  Effect 
will  belt  be  judged  of  by  the  prelent  flourifhing  State  of 
the  Colonies,  and  the  Progrefs  they  have  made  in  Cul¬ 
tivation  and  Commerce,  compared  w7ith  their  Situation 
and  Condition  under  thofe  Charters ;  which  though  they 
were  granted  to  Perfons  of  high  Rank  and  Confequence, 
and  accompanied  by  Plans  of  Government,  the  Effect 
of  the  Study  and  Reading  of  the  wifeff  and  molt  learned 
Men ;  yet,  being  founded  more  in  Speculation  than 
Experience,  did,  in  the  Event,  not  only  difappoint  the 
fanguine  Expedition  of  the  Proprietors,  but  checked 
and  obftruCted  the  Settlement  of  the  Country. 

5.  The  Grant  to  the  Lords  Proprietors  of  Carolina ,  is 

a  (hiking  E  xample  of  the  Inexpediency  of  luch  a  Plan  ' 
of  Settlement,  and  we  have  taken  the  Liberty  to  fingle 
out  the  Inffance  *,  as  we  humbly  conceive,  it  will  be 
found  to  bear  a  great  Similitude  f  to  the  Grant  now  re- 
quefted  by  the  Earl  of  Egmont ,  as  well  in  refpeCt  to  the

the  foregoing  Confiderations,  think  it  expedient,  either

lonies  by  the  public  Purfe  and  Blood  of  Britain,  fufficiently  manifeft  the 
certain  EffeCh  of  Eftablifhments  void  of  the  principles  eithero f  Subordina¬ 
tion  or  Defence . And  the  Efforts  made  by  the  French  Inhabitants  of  Ca¬ 
nada ,  (alone  and  unfupported)  again#  all  the  Colonies  of  Britain  (backed 
hy  all  the  Powers  of  Britain  befides)  /hew  what  is  poffible  to  be  done  by 
the  Force  of  tho ft  two  Principles,  well  applied  and  underftood.

1.  Bepaufe  65  Years  have  elapfed  fince  that  Time,  during  which  all  the 
otbusr'Northern  Colonies  have  improved  in  a  far  greater  Degree,  and  the 
Overflowings  of  the  People  in  the  Proprietary  and  Charter  Governments 
have  in  a  manner  forced  the  Population  of  the  reft. 

2.  Becaufe  Carolina  has  fince  fortunately  fallen  upon  the  Growth  of  two 
Fftodu&sof  unexpected  Advantage,  1 >iz.  Indigo  and  Rice. 

3.  Becaufe  the  Parliament  of  Britain  has  indulged  Carolina  in  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  manner  by  Bounties,  Liberties  of  Exportation, taking  off  Reftraints 
impofed  heretofore  by  the  A<ft  of  Navigation. 

4.  Becaufe  the  new  Province  of  Georgia  has  been  eftablifhed  fince  that 
Tima,  as  a  Barrier  between  them  and  the  Spaniards,  fettled  and  long 
maintained,  by  Land  and  Sea  Forces  at  a  vaft  Ex  pence  to  Britain.

tae  Seal  of  the  Province,  to  the  faid  Earl  and  his  Family, 
and  to  each  of  the  other  Memorialijls,  under  the  fame  Re¬ 
gulations,  and  Conditions  of  Cultivation  and  Settlement 
as  are  prescribed  by  Your  Majefty’s  Inftruaions  in  re- 
ipect  to  Grants  of  Lands  in  other  Parts  of  the  faid  Pro¬ 
vince,  due  Regard  being  had  to  the  Intentions  and  Abilities 
of  the  feveral  Memorialifts,  as  well  as  to  Your  Male  fly’s 
Proclamation  of  the  7 th  of  Oflober  laft ;  but  we  would 
humbly  recommend,  that  (except  in  the  Cafe  of  the  faid 
hart,  who  propofes,  not  only  for  himfelf,  but  for  his 
™ne  uldren)  no  one  Perfon  fhou'd  poflefs  more,  under 

/r C  ; ,  ,rants’  than  twenty  tboufand  Acres,  and  that  each 
Jbould  have  a  feparate  Grant-,  for  we  beg  Leave  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  we  do  not  fee  that  any  Advantage  whatfo- 
ever  can  arife  to  the  Public,  or  to  the  feveral  Advent 
turers,  by  leaving  the  parcelling  out  of  the  Lands  to  the 
ai  Earl  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  Experience  has  fhewn, 
in  the  Calcs  of  the  great  and  exorbitant  Patents  of  Lands 
in  the  Colonies,  particularly  in  New-Torky  that  the  ma- 
kin  gfuch  Grants  in  joint  Tenancy  and  Co -partner /hip,  and 
leaving  the  future  Distribution  to  be  made  by  Deeds  of 
Partition,  have  been  ever  found  to  be  attended  with 
gi  eat  Inconveniencies  and  Qbltrudtion  to  Settlement,  with 
endlefs  Litigations  and  Difputesamongft  the  Proprietors, 
and  have  made  it  difficult  to  afcertain,  and  impoflible  to 
collect,  the  Quit-Rents  referved  to  the  Crown. 

With  regard  to  the  Grant  Your  Majefty  fhall  think 
ht  to  make  to  the  Earl  of  Egmont,  we  humbly  fubmit, 
whether,  in  pnfideration  of  his  Lordjhlfs  extenfive  Dc - 
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and  his  Abilities  and  Zeal  to  carry  them  into  Ex¬ 
ecution,  and  that  his  Lordlhip  propofes,  not  only  for 
himfelf,  but  for  his  nine  Children,  Tour  Majejly  ?nay 
not  be  pleafed  to  grant  to  bis  Lordjhip  One  whole  Parijh 
in  the  [aid  IJland ,  for  himfelf  and  his  Family  ;  but  we 
beg  leave  to  obferve  to  Your  Majefty,  that  we  do  by  no 
means  recommend  to  Your  Majefty  the  making  Grants 
of  fo  large  Extent  in  general. 

If  therefore,  what  we  have  propofed  fhall  be  appro¬ 
ved  by  Your  Majefty,  and  the  feveral  Memorialifts  fhall 
be  willing  to  accept  Grants  in  the  Method  we  have 
recommended,  we  would  further  propofe,  that  in  order 
to  prevent  any  Delay  in  carrying  the  above-mentioned  Plan 
into  Execution ,  and  to  the  End  that  Tour  Majejly  s  Go - 
vernor  may  be  enabled ,  in  making  the  Grants ,  to  execute , 
zvith  ExaClnefs  and  Precifion ,  Your  Majefty’s  Royal  In¬ 
tention,  the  Memorialifts  Ihould  fever  ally  make  their  Pro- 
pofals  to  this  Boards  that  the  proper  Directions  may  be 
tranfmitted  to  Tour  Majejly  s  faid  Governor ,  for  making 
out  Grants  proportioned  to  the  Intentions  and  Abilities  of 
the  faid  feveral  Memorialijls,  as  aforefaid. 

As  to  the  Conditions  which  the  faid  Earl  mentions  to 
have  been  already  declared  and  agreed  upon  between  his 
Lordjhip  and  the  other  Me?norialifls ,  we  beg  leave  to  re- 
prefent  to  Your  Majefty,  that  every  Condition  befides 
thofe  of  Cultivation  and  Settlement,  which  Your  Ma¬ 
jefty  ufually  inferts  in  Grants  of  Land,  will  tend,  as  we 
apprehend,  only  to  embarrafs  the  Settlers,  and  to  delay 
and  difcourage,  or  altogether  prevent  the  Settlements. 

We  have  received  no  official  Information  relating  to 
thefe  Conditions ;  but  if  they  are fnnilar  to,  or  partake  of 
the  Nature  of  thoj'e  which  his  Lordjhip  propofed  in  his  firjl 
Memorial  to  Your  Majefty  for  the  Ifland  of  Saint  Jobny 
we  beg  leave  to  reprelent  our  Opinion,  that  the  Intro¬ 
duction  of  fuch  Conditions  of  Settle?nent  and  Tenure  is  en¬ 
tirely  impolitick ,  inexpedient ,  and  anti-co?n?nercial. 

The  Earl  of  Egmont  propofes,  that  the  feveral  intend¬ 
ed  Grantees  of  the  lfland  fhould  come  under  the  fame 
Conditions  of  Quit-Rent  to  Your  Majefty,  as  are  ufual 
in  the  continental  Part  of  Your  Majefty's  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  Whereupon  we  think  it  our  Duty  to  ftate 
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to  Your  Majefty,  that  as  this  Ifland  is  particularly  valud - 
hie  a  from  its  Soil  as  well  as  Situation ,  we  had  it  in  our 
Intention  before  his  Lordfhip’s  Propofals  were  made,  tc? 
raife  for  Your  Majefty  an  higher  Revenue  of  Quit-Rent 
from  this  Ifland  than  from  the  other  Parts  of  Your  Ma¬ 
jefty ’s  Province  of  Nova  Scotia ;  and  that  certain  Mer¬ 
chants  had  actually  agreed  to  accept  Grants  of  Town/hips  at 
the  Rate  of  Three  Shillings  per  hundred  Acres ,  which  "Ad¬ 
dition  of  one  Shilling  per  hundred  Acres,  will  make  a 
Difference  in  the  Quit-Rents  of  the  whole  Ifland  of  a 
Sum  not  lefs  than  One  thoufand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
Pounds  per  Annum.  And  we  have  further  to  fubmit  to 
Your  Majefty  upon  this  Plead,  how  far  it  may  be  rea- 
fonable  that  the  cleared  Lands  of  the  faid  Ifland,  con- 
lifting,  as  we  are  informed,  of  many  thoufand  Acres  in 
the  moft  fertile  Parts,  fhould  be  exempted  from  Tjuit- Rent 
for  ten  Tears ,  the  Policy  of  which  Encouragement  is  ap¬ 
plicable  only  to  fuch  Lands  as  are  not  cleared  at  the 
Time  of  granting. 

If  therefore,  upon  the  whole,  Your  Majefty  fhall  be 
pleafed  to  direct,  that  Lands  in  the  faid  Ifland  fhould  be  , 
granted  in  Townfhips  of  twenty  thoufand  Acres,  and 
fuch  Sub-divifions  thereof  as  may  be  found  convenient, 
we  have  nothing  further  to  recommend  to  Your  Majefty, 
but  that  out  of  the  faid  Grants  there  may  he  referred  to 
Tour  Majefty ,  according  to  the  Inftrudtions  given  to 
Your  Majefty ’s  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia ,  all  Mines  of 
Gold ,  Silver ,  Copper ,  Lead ,  and  Coals ,  and  a  fufficient 
Breadth  on  the  Sea  Coaft,  from  High-water  Mark,  for 
the  free  Accommodation  of  all  Your  Majefty ’s  Subje&s 
in  carrying  on  the  Fifheries,  for  which  the  Coalts  of 
this  Ifland  are  fo  advantageoufly  fituated  ;  together  with 
proper  Accommodations  for  the  Fifhery  of  Sea  Cows, 
which  we  underftand  abound  on  fome  Parts  of  the  Coaft 
of  the  faid  Ifland  *.

HI  S  Majefty  having  been  pleafed  to  re:er  to  your 
Lordfhips  Confideration,  a  Report  made  by  the 
Lords  Commiffioners  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  dated 
the  2 1  March,  1764.  upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Lari  ot 
E'nnont,  to  his  Majefty  in  Council,  praying  a  Grant  ot 
the  I (land  of  St.  John’s,  in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence  ; 

The  faid  Earl  of  Egmont ,  begs  Leave  to  lay  before 
your  Lordthips  the  following  Obi'ervations  on  the  laid 

Report;.  .  .  .  .  . 

Their  Lordfhips  begin  by  declaring  their  Approbation 

of  thofe  Principles,  upon  which  the  faid  Memorials  were 
founded,  viz.  “  That  it  may  be  highly  conducive  to  the 
“  fpeedy  Cultivation  of  America,  if  the  Nobility,  and 
41  other  Perfons  of  Rank  and  Diftinction  fhould  take  tne 
Lead  therein— That  all  due  Encouragement  fhould  be 
<<  given  to  the  Officers  of  His  Majefty ’s  F  leet  and  Army, 
<<  by  whofe  diftinguifhed  Bravery  and  Conduct  the  Na¬ 
te  tion  is  indebted  for  the  Lid  Acquifitions  ; — And  that

(as  well  thole  paid  here  in  Eng/and,  as  in  America)  would  amount  to 
:i  Sum  fcarce  credible.— and  take  cut  of  the  Pockets  of  the  Adventurers 
'4/hat  would  Gtherwife  go  very  far  towards  enabling  them,  effectually  to 
fecure  the  Poffeflion,  and  enfure  the  Settlement  of  the  whole  IHand  to  the 
Crown  of  England,  in  two  Years  Time, 
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But  the  faid  Earl,  and  they  who  are  engaged  with 
him,  forefeeing  EffeCls  totally  the  reverfe  of  thefe,  dp 
unanimoufly  profefs,  that  they  can  neither  wait  the 
Event ,  or  truff  to  the  Mode  of  this  Proceeding;  be- 
caufe  by  thefe  means  the  Time  muft  be  prolonged  to 
fome  dirtant  Period,  which  they  know  not  how  to  cal¬ 
culate  ;  nor  can  they  venture  to  take  any  preparatory 
Steps  in  the  Beginning ,  becaufe  they  cannot  be  fuie, 
that  they  fhall  not  be  defeated  of  all  their  Expectations 
in  the  End.

— Whatever 
Additions  or  Omiflions  may  happen  to  be  made  (whether 
by  Error  orDefign)  in  fuch  G  rants,  can  be  neither  at¬ 
tended  to  by  the  refpeCiive  Parties,  or  reprefented  againft, 
or  rectified*  at  the  Time  of  their  being  parted. — A  Mif- 
nomer  of  the  Perfon,  or  Miftake  in  the  Defcription  of 
the  Land  may  be  fatal,  and  may  admit  of  no  Remedy 
in  the  Time  to  come.

Circumftances  by  their  Lordfhips,  to  parley  with  the  faid 
Earl,  upon  the  Subjeft  of  his  firft  Memorial.  To  thefe 
Terms  therefore  if  the  faid  Earl  fhould  fubmit,  he  muff 
furrender  up  the  Intereft  of  every  one  of  thofe  Officers, 
with  whom  he  was  firft  concerned  at  the  Recommenda¬ 
tion  of  their  Lordfhips ,  and  with  whom  he  is  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  Honour ,  as  they  have  adled  (notwithftanding 
the  Difficulties  and  Delay,  which  they  have  fince  en¬ 
countered)  a .Jleacly,  difinter  efted  and  honourable  Part  by  him. 

Fifthly ,  44  With  refpedt  to  the  Merchants  (who  like- 
€C  wife  fo  long  ago  as  December  laft,  before  they  engaged 
ec  with  the  faid  Earl,  were  promifed  (as  they  affirm  alfo) 
4 4  all  the  Land  they  defired,  and  to  be  difpatched  in  a 
4,4  lew  Days,  but  have  been  kept  ever  fince  in  a  painful 
44  and  prejudicial  Sufpence  ;  their  Lordfhips  likewife 
“  avow  their  Intentions  to  grant  but  20,000  Acres,  to 
44  the  moft  eminent  of  them,  with  aPower  referved  (in 
44  cafe  they  fhould  fo  incline)  to  abridge  all,  or  any  of 
“  them  alfo,  by  Virtue  of  thefe  Words,  according  to  their 
44  Abilities  and  Intentions — Thefe  likewife  the  Earl 
muft  as  unworthily  defert  by  confenting  to  leave  it  in  the 
Option  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  to  defeat  thofe  Conditions 
entered  into  between  the  faid  Earl  and  them,  and  which 
no  Delay,  Vexation ,  or  other  Inconveniencies ,  nor  even  the 
Doubt  of  a  total  Difappointment  from  continuing  honourably 
united  with  the  faid  Earl ,  have  induced  any  one  of  them 
to  depart  from. 

Sixthly ,  The  Marks  of  Attention  exprejfed  by  their 
Lordfhips  to  the  faid  Earl ,  being  of  a  private  Nature., 
neither  require  or  admit  of  any  Comment  here,  farther 

than 
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than  that  they  ftand  connected  with  thefe  three  hacls  — 
“  I,  That  their  Lordfhips  have  advifed,  a  Grant  of 
ic  a  Parijh ,  for  the  Earl  and  his  Nine  Children , 
“  which  gives  a  Proportion  only  of  Ten  Thoujand 
*c  Acres  to  each  of  them  ;  conjoining  at  the  fame 
Time  the  Word  Exorbitant  thereto. — 2.  1  hat  their 
Lordfhips  now  allow  Twenty  thoufand  Acres  to  other 
Perfons.  And,  3.  That  Mellrs.  Paplay,  *Van  Stumple , 
4C  and  Mac  Knutt. ,  with  many  more  of  like  Condition 
44  have  refpedfiv'dy  obtained  Conceflions  (not  long  fmee) 
from  Twenty  thoujand  to  Two  hundred  thoujand 
“  Acres  each/’ — The  faid  Earl  therefore  waves  any 
Notice  upon  what  their  Lordfhips  have  thought  fit  to 
introduce  perfonally  in  regard  to  himfelf  or  his  Fa¬ 
mily ,  whole  private  Interefts  ought  to  carry  no  W eight 
in  this  Cafe;  and  for  this  Reafon  has  nothing  to  beg  of 
H  is  Majefty  in  this  Refpecf,  but  that  he  will  be  gra- 
cioufiy  pleai'ed  to  confider  him  and  them  in  this  Grant, 
fo  far  only  as  the  Confequence  of  his  Example ,  and  the 
Treatment  he  fhall  receive,  may  influence  the  future 
Settlement  of  His  iViajefly’s  American  Dominions — fo  far 
as  it  may  tend  to  invite,  or  difeourage  other  Perfons 
of  Rank  and  Dilfinction  in  taking  the  Lead  in  thofc 
Undertakings  (which  the  Board  of  Trade  themfclves 
profefs  to  recommend) — and  fo  far  as  it  may  affect  the 
Conftitution  of  His  Majesty’s  Government  at  home  as 
well  as  there,  by  the  Extenlion  or  Contraction  of  level¬ 
ling  Principles  in  this  valt  and  growing  Empire  ;  which 
Principles  almoft  every  Mode  of  Conltitution  hitherto 
adopted  therein,  feems  direfily ,  or  indirectly ,  inattentive¬ 
ly •>  or  indujlrioujly ,  and  (without  the  timely  Intervention 
of  Tome  Syftem  fimilar  to  that  propofed  by  the  faid 
Earl)  irretrievably  calculated  to  promote. 

Seventhly ,  Their  Lordfhips  toward  the  latter  End  of 
this  Report  obferve,  “  That  the  laid  Earl  has  propofed

If  and) ^  whereas  the  manifeft  Defign  of  their  Lordfhips 
in  this  mi  Ha  ken  Application  of  his  fuppofed  Words,  'is 
to  induce  Your  MajeHy,  to  tye  down  the  faid  Earl 
at  leaji  to  a  Quit- Rent  equal  with  the  higheji  now  in  ufe 
in  the  Lid  Province,  or  indeed  much  higher :  For  their 
Lordfhips,  not  content  with  thus  having  as  they  fay  found

/or  Hundred  Acres,  think  it.  their  Duty  to  Hate  to  His 
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«  Majefty,  that  the  faid  Earl,  and  thofe  concerned  with 
“  him  ought  to  pay  the  like  Quit-Rent  of  Three  Shil- 
<C  lings,  for  all  the  rejl  of  the  Land  of  the  whole  Ijland , 

«  good  and  had ,  and  to  compute,  that  his  Majefty  will 
be  wronged  to  the  Amount  of  f.  1250  per  Annum, 
if  the  whole  Iiland,  good  and  bad,  fhould  not  be  now 
charged  at  the  fame  Quit-Rent  of  Three  Shillings; 
forgetting  that  at  the  d  ime  oi  the  faid  Earl  s  firft  1  lopo- 
fal,  and  long  fince,  their  Lordfhips  computed  the  full 
Extent  of  the  faid  Wand,  at  no  more  than  500,000  Acres, 
whereas  now  by  this  Computation  of  £.  1250.  for  the

new”  and  though  no  Man  living  either  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  their  Lordfhips  (fo  far  as  he  has  been  ever 
informed)  or  to  the  Belief  of  the  faid  Earl  himfelf, 
has  yet  difcovered  any  Symptom  of  Mines  on  the  faid 
Wand  (which  undoubtedly  may  or  may  not  ex  iff,  but

That  the  prefent  Conditions  may  be  intended  to  pro- 
“  duce  the  fame  Mode  of  Settlement  as  the  firft;”  the 
faid  Earl  has  no  Difficulty,  and  fhould  think  it  un¬ 
worthy  and  criminal,  not  to  avow  that  it  was ,  and  is  fi 
intended ;  nay,  farther,  the  faid  Earl  will  not  conceal 
from  your  Lordfhips,  that  to  this  very  Intent  the  above- 
mentioned  Co-adventurers,  forefeeing  the  Difficulties 
which  have  been  fince  thrown  in  their  Way,  and  mean¬ 
ing  to  guard  againfl  them  in  all  Events,  have  already 
figned  an  Inflrument ,  whereby  they  have  left  the  foie  Power 
of  Diftribution  ( however  the  Grant  Jhould  be  hereafter 
made)  to  the  ‘Judgment  and  Honour  of  the  Earl. — And

nor  can  the  faid  Earl  ;  or  did,  or  can  any  of  thofe  with 
whom  he  is  concerned,  ever  entertain  a  Thought  of  em¬ 
barking  in  an  Attempt  of  fo  great  and  hazardous  a  Na¬ 
ture,  as  that  of  fettling  the  molt  expofed  and  dangerous 
Frontier  of  all  His  Majefty’s  North  American  Empire 
upon  any  other  Plan  ;  or  unlefs  they  may  be  allowed 
that  Kind  of  Grant  and  Government,  from  under 
which  they  may  hope  to  reap  the  Fruits  of  their  In- 

duflry. 


d’uftry,  Hazard,  and  Expence;  and  under  which  the 
People  they  fhould  plant  there,  might,  at  the  End  of 
many  Difficulties,  entertain  a  Profpeft  of  future  Afflu- 
encej  Eaie,  and  Salety,  which  they  are  confident  cannot 
he  ajjured  to  them  upon  the  Terms  infifted  on  by  the  Board 
°f  2  rade^  or  upon  any  other  Plan  but  that  which  has 
been  offered  by  the  faid  Earl. 

Ehe  faid  Earl  did  indeed  vary  fome  Expreffions  in  his 
faid  fecond  and  third  Memorials,  for  this  Reafon  (but 
for  this  Reafon  only)  to  obviate  an  Advantage  taken 
from  a  Suggeftipn  againft  the  firjl,  as  though  fome  an- 
tient  Nornyan^  Feodal ,  Scotiijh,  or  fome  other  obnoxious 
Tenure  (without  a  Name,  and  not  to  be  deferibed) 
were  to  be  eftabljfhed  thereby,  and  fome  exorbitant  Power 
to  be  produced  therefrom. 

But  neither  tl)e  faid  Earl,  or  thofe  embarked  with 
him,  did,  or  do  mean,  ever  to  renounce  thofe  Princi¬ 
ples  upon  which  the  faid  Grant  is  alone  by  them  defired  ; 
which  he  now  begs  to  recapitulate  in  a  few  Words:— 
Firft,  That  the  whole  Ifland  fliould  be  granted  to  him 
the  faid  Earl  in  Fee. — Secondly,  That  the  whole  Ifland 
fhall  be  divided  and  diftributed  by  the  faid  Earl,  purfuant 
to  his  prefent  or  future  Agreements  with  his  Co~  adven¬ 
turers  upon  the  faid  Plan .—Fhirdly,  That  the  Military 
Power  fhall  be  left  to  the  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia ,  and 
the  Civil entrufted  wholly  to  the  faid  Earl,  in  Conformi¬ 
ty  to  that  Eftablifhment  which  was  fir  ft  propofed,  and 
which  appears  by  the  faid  Earl’s  fir  ft  Memorial,  and  the 
explanatory  Notes  thereon. 

The  faid  Earl,  therefore,  on  Behalf  of  hirnfelf  and 
the  Co-adventurers  with  him,  who  have  already  fuftered 
much  by  a  long  expenfive  Attendance  in  Town  upon 
this  Purluit,  humbly  requefts  that  your  Lordfliips  will 
be  pleafed  to  take  this  whole  Matter  into  your  Confi- 
deration,  particularly  the  faid  EarFs  firft  Memorial, 
with  his  fecond  and  third  Memorials,  and  all  other  Pa¬ 
pers  relative  thereto,  which  have  been  tranfmitted  to 
your  Lordfhips  by  his  Majefty’s  Command,  fignified  to 
the  Earl  of  Halifax ;  to  the  End  that  your  Lordfhips 
may  be  pleafed  to  advife  His  Majefly  to  grant  the  whole 
Jfland  of  Saint  ‘John ,  purfuant  to,  and  fo  'as  to  anfvver 
the  full  Purpofe  of  the  Jaid  Earl's  frjl  Memorial :  or  that

Earl  and  the  other  intended  Adventurers  with  him,  in 
fuch  manner  as  (hall  to  your  Lordfhips  appear  expedient.

They  further  hope  to  juftify  the  Prayer  of  this  Pe¬ 
tition  from  the  Difcovery  fince  made  of  thofe  enormous 
Charges,  incidental  to  the  Mode  of  feparate  Grants,  as 
advifed  by  the  late  Board  of  Trade,  undoubtedly  not  in 
Contemplation  of  Your  Majefty  or  Council,  or  even 
iufpedted  by  Your  Petitioners  themfelves  in  any  fuch 
Degree,  when  the  faid  Reports  were  approved  and  con¬ 
firmed  ;  the  Burthen  of  which  Charges  would  become 
intolerable,  and  under  them  the  real  and  effedtual  Set¬ 
tlement  of  this  Ifland  never  will  or  can  be  made  :  For 
Your  Petitioners  do  find  that  the  Fees  alone,  though 
none  more  fhould  be  paid  upon  thefe  Separate  Grants  in 
Nova  Scotia  than  have  been  lately  paid  even  in  the  Old 
eftablifhed  Province  of  New  York  (not  including  the  many 
other  grievous  Expences  of  Sollicitation,  Agency,  &c. 
more  eafily  fuppofed  than  fpecified)  would  amount  for 
every  10,000  Acres  to  320/.  and  your  Petitioners  have 
in  their  Hands  to  produce,  an  Accouut  of  fo  much  paid 
by  Lieutenant  Donald  Campbell ,  for  palling  a  Grant  for 
that  Quantity  of  Land  in  the  faid  Province. 

This  upon  Two  Millions  of  Acres,  of  which  the  faid 
Bland  of  Saint  John  is  fuppofed  to  confift,  will  amount 
in  the  like  Proportion  to  no  lefs  than  64,000/.  To 
be  paid  to  whom  ?  (Not  to  Y our  Majefty  or  the  Public)  ; 
Out  of  what  Fund  ?  Out  of  that  by  which  Your  Ma- 
jefty’s  Petitioners  muft  effedt  the  intended  Settlement,  in 
adlual  Bar  of  that  Settlement ;  to  be  remitted  in  Specie 
from  Great-Britain ,  before  they  can  be  let  into  Pofleftion 
of  One  Acre  of  thofe  Lands  in  America ,  from  many 
Thou  lands  of  which,  after  adfual  Pofleftion  thereof,  they 
cannot  hope  to  receive  any  real  Profit  for  Twenty, 
Thirty,  or  Forty  Years  to  come. 


Tothefe  ReafonsYour  Majefty’s  Petitioners  beg  Leave 
to  add  another,  which  it  was  not  in  their  Power  to  have 
urged  before,  for  by  late  Enquiries  into  the  State  of  the  faid 
Iflandjthey  have  found  that  it  lies  nearly  adjacent  to  thatPart 

of 
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of  Nova  Scotia  which  is  peopled  with  various  Tribes  of  the 
Abenaqui  Indians,  confifting  of  no  iefs  than  fifteen  Hun¬ 
dred  Families,  the  mod  devoted  to  the  French ,  the  moil 
at  hand  to  maintain  an  Intercourfe  with  and  to  receive 
Inflru&ions  and  Supplies  from  them  ;  which  (the  French 
having  Leave  by  Treaty  to  fifh  within  three  Leagues  of 
this  Ifland,  and  of  the  whole  Coail  of  the  Bay  of  Saint 
Lawrence )  no  B.egular  Land  or  oea  Forces,  at  any 
poiiiole  National  Expence,  can  be  able  to  prevent. 

Thefe  Circumdances  and  Situation  feem  indifputably 
to  demand  a  regular  and  firm  Syftem,  a  general  and  pre¬ 
determined  Order,  the  joint  Co-operation  of  many  able 
Undertakers,  a  real  active  and  immediate  Settlement  of 
the  whole  Ifland,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  before  the 
Commencement  of  a  new  War  ;  and  fuch  Provilion  for 
Defence  and  Strength  as  can  only  be  attained  by  the  Plan 
laid  down  in  the  faid  Firft  Memorial,  incomparably  con¬ 
trived,  and  fuggefting,  as  they  conceive,  the  only  fure 
and  effectual  Means  to  repel  and  avert  the  Ravage  of  aa 
Indian  War. 

But  in  order  flill  to  obviate  both  perfonal  and  publick 
Prejudices,  fo  far  as  it  is  in  their  Power  to  do,  confid¬ 
ently  with  the  poflible  Execution  of  their  Delign  of  real 
Settlement,  Your  Majefty’s  Petitioners  humbly  now  de¬ 
fire,  that  fliould  thefe  Reafons  prevail  with  Your  Ma- 
jefty ;  and  that  at  length  this  their  Propofal,  with  the 
Plan  contained  in  the  faid  Memorial  fhould  be  happily 
viewed  in  a  more  favourable  Light,  fo  that  this  impor¬ 
tant  Experiment  on  this  Jmall  Portion  of  Your  Majeffy’s 
immenfe  Empire  may  be  permitted  to  them  ;  the  Grant 
of  the  faid  Ifland  may  be  made  (though  in  the  fame  Mode 
f3=and  Manner  as  propofed  by  the  Earl  of  Egmont )  yet  ei¬ 
ther  under  the  Jaid  Earl ,  or  any  other  Peer  or  Commoner  of 
great  DiflinFtion  whomfoever ,  it  may  pleafe  Y  our  Majefty 
to  appoint,  as  a  Perfon  of  fufficient  Ability,  Character 
and  Weight,  to  unite  ^  direft,  conduct^  fuper intend,  and 
reprefent  the  Whole.  And  they  farther  beg  Leave,  for 
the  final  Extindlion  of  thofe  Jealoufies  which  have  been 
fallacioufly  and  artfully  raifed  againft  the  Conftitution
